and Moral 
P rophylaxis^, 
was ‘ a perfect ch am b er of horrors.' 
Sirce Dr. Wile spoke at the special 
request of the sex hygiene federation 
itself, his announcem ent created a pro­ 
found s nsation in his large audience. 
“ Education, not fear, is the proper 
method to curb licentiousness,” Dr. 
Wile declared. ‘ These exhibits should 
be thrown out into the street,” he said. 
“W hy show them 
to terrorize our 
youth into doing right? 
We must take 
the child from its birth and teach it 
self-control. 
Education of girls is the 
crux of the problem. They themselves 
are the ones to train hoys to self-con­ 
trol, for the male sex is the aggressot 
and the female does not fall except by 
lack of will power or self-control. Once 
all women make it plain that they will 
not m arry a man who has not a certi­ 
ficate of health- once all womankind 
resolves she would r a th e r be a healthy 
old maid than an infected wife, the 
problem of sex hygiene will he solved, 
and not until then.” 
Dr. Wile’s talk aroused a wide dis­ 
cussion and general dissension of opin­ 
ion, it being accepted as a direct crit­ 
icism, not only of the exhibit, hut of 
the movement headed by Dr. Mary

much fewer In number. 
In the 
modern city 
the 
railways 
bringing p assengers from all parts of 
the country will necessarily be op erat­ 
ed as portions of the local transpori 
system s 
so that the entire city will 
form the term inal and the train, pass­ 
ing around the underground railway, 
will p e rm it individuals to descend at 
stations reasonably n e a r to their pec 
sonal destinations. 
Such a service will so far outweigh 
any idea of the desire for imposing 
architectural term inal stru c tu re s that 
it Is already evident that the railway 
first providing such distribution of its 
passengers will materially outdistance 
Its rivals 
Already in New York the co-opera­ 
tion of the Hudson tunnel system with 
the railroad is making the new te r­ 
minal station obsolete, and is showing 
the way to provide for the real con­ 
venience of the traveling public. W bat 
the result would be if the entire sub­ 
way system of the city formed the 
true term inal of 
all 
railways per­ 
mitted to e n ter may well be consid­ 
ered before any m ore g re a t stations 
are built.—-C a s s i e r ’s Magazine.

T IE “ peril of the immigrant” is n fantasy of the imagination. 
W e are 
sometimes overawed by the fact that tlie natives of other lands are 
coming to us in such large natnl>ers, but it is interesting to note that 
the percentage of foreign born living in the United States at any one time lias 
not materially changed since 1800. 
Follow ing are some figures: In I860 the 
percentage of foreigners in tlie United States was 13.2 per cent; in 1870, 14.4 
per cent; in 1880, 13.3 per cent; in 1800, 14.8 per cent; in 1900, 13.7 per cent; 
in 1010, 14.7 per cent. 
The constant percentage, therefore, is about 14. 
It re 
signifi ant that during some years more than half as many immigrants re­ 
turned to the fatherland as came to America. 
The labor market in America 
determines the number of foreigners th a t come and go. so that immigration 
is in a constant state of flux. 
The foreigner, therefore, not only takes car- 
af himself by returning to his native land, where he can live more cheaply 
during a period of business depression, but he relieves the labor market of a 
congestion which might result in great harm to the American worker. 
It has 
sometimes been declared with considerable feeling that the Immigrant comes 
here m erely for the purpose of making wftfit is to him a small fortune and then
